Upon consideration and in light of applicant's remarks/argument filed August 29, 
2008, consistent with previous arguments filed May 2, 2008 the previous requirement 
for election of species is withdrawn and claims 13-15, 17, 18, 25, 26, 69, and 70-74 are 
examined together. Claims 13, 25, and 69 are allowed, primarily because these claims 
as amended are deemed to overcome the previous prior art rejections, in light with 
applicant's arguments filed on May 2, 2008, pages 7-10. Claims 14, 15, 17, 18, 26 and 
70-74 are further allowed as being proper dependent claims.
